To Ills Of Spirit 


What most men and women are up against 
emotionally was revealed recently in an analysis 
of letters to the editor of a syndicated column on 
effective living. 
Fear, loneliness, boredom and a feeling of 
inferiority were problems most often mentioned. 
Fear comes first, the analysis shows. Fear 
of life rather than death. Fear of the unknown. 
Consciously or unconsciously, fear grips most 
hearts, day and night. 
Loneliness came next In emotional prob­ 
lems. It is far greater in the crowded centers of 
population than in rural areas. The imperson­ 
ality of crowds wherein there is no familiar face 
is hard to take. 
Then comes boredom— the terrible sam e­ 
ness of things both at home and on the job. 
Accentuating this is the realization that one will 
never have the experience of the brilliant and 
adventurous people he reads or hears about. 
Finally, the sense of inferiority and of 
inadequacy built into men and women during 
childhood by thoughtless or ignorant parents 
and teachers. 
Here is the mental fixation of 
people who have been terrorized, and who 
belittle themselves. 
If these are the true botherations of most 
people, then it must be said that the ordinary 
man 
and woman deserves high 
tribute 
for 
courage. 
For, obviously, most people stand up to 
these ills of the spirit amazingly well. They go 
on their several ways in spite of fears, of loneli­ 
ness, of boredom and of the sense of insignifi­ 
cance, and live above them,

The So-Called Minorities 


One of the most serious problems in the 1956 
election is the emphasis placed by die politicians upon 
the so called minorities and their relationship to the 
balance of power in a particular state, With so m uch 
noise m ade about the minorities, one wonders w hat 
element in the population is the majority. 
Population 
in this country, particularly in the 
large cities, is in such a state of flux and has been 
for the past 20 to 30 y ears that general assum ptions 
are usually wide of the m ark . The so-called Jew ish 
4^ vote did not exist before Franklin D. Roosevelt becam e 
* president and then could only be charted in the sense 
that districts in which Jew s were numerous had 
formerly been 
Republican and with the advent of 
Roosevelt becam e Democratic. 
Professor Lawrence ll. Fuchs of Brandeis I niver­ 
sify, 
writing 
in 
“ The 
A m erican 
Political Science 
Review,” said of this: 


“ Paradoxically, the 
most urban of all our 
citizens, American Jew s, Have not divided their 
presidential vote along Has* lines. 
As a group 
they rapidly improved their jobs, extended their 
incomes, and became highly educated during the 
1930s and 1940s. Al the sam e time, they drastically 
suitched their predominant m ajor party choice 
from the Republican partv to the Democrats. And 
within the group itself differences in income or 
occupational 
prestige 
app ear to have 
been 
of 
practically no significance in the formulation of 
presidential vote preference since 1936.” 


However, with regard to 1952, Professor Fuchs 
wrote: 
“ In 1952 all segments of Truman-W allace strength 
except N egroes shifted som ew hat to Eisenhower. But 
analysis of aggregate returns from Jewish areas and 
the results of national surveys show that the Jew ish 
defection w as slight indeed. 
In Jewish 
Assembly 
districts in New York City. in Boston's Ward 14. in 
H arttord’s Wards 2 and 4. in Cleveland's Ward 27, in 
Pittsburgh’s Ward 14. and in Cincinnati’s Ward 13. 
Stevenson appears to have m atched or increased the 
T rum an percentage of the two-party vote. 
“ It w as primarily in the suburbs that inroads wen* 
made on the Jewish D em ocratic vote—in such places 
as Westchester, N. Y ; 
Newton, Mass., and West 
Hartford. Conn.’* 


Iii the present election, it is not altogether 
apparent whether this particu lar vote will he m ore 
favorable to Eisenhower than to .Stevenson. 
In­ 
volved are many side issues, namely the attitude 
of the 
administration toward 
Israel-Arab a rm s 
shipm ents; the failure of the administration to 
appoint a Jew to the cabinet, although one might 
regard Lewis L. .Strauss of the AEC as practically 
holding cabinet rank, and the secretary to the 
cabinet. Maxwell Rahb, is Jewish, as is I. 
Jack 
Martin, one of President Eisenhower’s adm inistra­ 
tive assistants and formerly Boh Taft's adm inistra­ 
tive assistant. 


On the other hand, the Liberal party, which is 
influential in New York and is principally Jewish, is 
an anti-Communist, Fabian Socialist element and has 
endorsed Stevenson and the entire Democratic ticket. 
The Republicans in New- York nominated Jacob 
davits lor the Lnitcd States Senate in the hope of 
offsetting this trend which could prove to he a balance 
of power. 
The Democrats countered by nominating 
Robert W agner who in his own right and by inheritance 
is held in high esteem among the Jewish people 
There are no indications from m easurable data 
that there is any change of attitude between 1932 and 
19.36 and as this could influence the results in several 
states, the politicians arc naturally concerned. 
Pro- 
fes.sor Fuchs makes an interesting point concerning 
% ewish college communities, as they refit 
He says:

This 
minority type of voting is a heritage of 
Roosevelt s fragmentization of the American popula­ 
tion. 
It served him adequately in at least three of 
his four elections and it m ay continue to plague the 
United States for years to come. 
Undoubtedly the 
task of re-education is to eliminate the concept of 
racial and religious minorities.

Stocks and bonds can be m a n u ­

ods; 
but 
it 
is 
impossible 
to 
increase w atertront property ex ­ 
cept by dredging. 
The 
above 
statem ent applies 
not only to ocean frontage, but 
also to river and lake frontage. 
It also applies to close-by interior 
property 
with 
a 
direct, 
short 
right-of-way to the water. This, 
however, should he carefully pro­ 
tected 
by 
proper 
deeds 
and 
restrictions. 


Where And When To Buy

away looks greenest.” such w a­ 
terfront. land in the comm unity 
in which you live, or on land 
nearby, is usually the safest. You

located house lots, may I v a t­ 
tractive. you will profit most bv 
buying land by the acre betore it 
is sold by the foot.

might advise buying ocean front­ 
age at high tide from the natives, 
and selling it at low tide to the 
su m m er visitors; hut I guess this 
rule is 
now 
outdated! 
Watci- 
front property in northern and 
central states can, however, usu­ 
ally be purchased tor less during 
a winter snowstorm than on a 
beautiful day in sum mer! Special 
bargains can often be secured 
just before subdivisions, shopping 
centers, and other real estate 
developm ents are to be started. 
Note Of < aution 


When buying waterfront 
with 
which you do not have a lifelong 
acquaintance, it is well to learn 
w hether it has ever been flooded. 
This especially applies to lake or 
river frontage. 
The best test of 
such property is to study the 


character of the buildings near­ 
by, and the trees, shrubbery, etc. 
It m ay even be wise to spend a 
day studying files of the local 
newspaper covering the last 50 
years. 
Although it is safe to build only 
above and beyond the possibility

destructive 
floods, 
yet 
tipi 
national and state governments 
a re constantly working on flood 
control. 
Hence, it is reasonable 
to believe that flooding will he 
less ralher than m ore in future 
years.
